Kodak  Co.  Funds  Three  Scholarships 


Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  received  $3000 
in  direct  grants  through  Eastman  Kodak 
Company’s  1977  Educational  Aid  Program, 
it  has  been  announced  by  college  president 
Father  Charles  Banet. 

Responding  to  the  contributions  made  by 
college  and  university  graduates  to  the  com¬ 
pany’s  business  success,  Kodak  direct  grants 
-$750  to  privately-supported  schools  and 
$250  to  publicly-supported  institutions-are 
awarded  for  each  undergraduate  or  graduate 
year  completed  by  those  who  graduate  and 
join  Kodak  within  five  years  of  their  grad¬ 
uation.  The  grants,  awarded  during  the 
graduate’s  fifth  year  of  employment,  are 
made  on  behalf  of  those  employees  who  are 
utilizing  their  academic  training  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  job  duties. 

Kodak’s  direct  grant  is  on  behalf  of  1966 
Saint  Joe  graduate  Robert  J.  Maleski,  who 
received  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in 
chemistry  from  Saint  Joseph’s  and  is  now 
employed  by  Tennessee  Eastman  Company. 

Recipient  schools  are  requested  to  distri¬ 
bute  grant  dollars  to  the  departments  in¬ 
dicated  by  a  person’s  degree.  Individual 
departments  are  asked  to  use  the  money  for 
Kodak  Undergraduate  Scholarships  and  to 
select  the  recipients  on  the  basis  of  merit. 

Father  Banet  says  that  the  funds  will  be 
used  for  three  $1000  scholarships  to  be 


given  to  three  students  during  the  current 
academic  year. 

“Saint  Joseph’s  offers  an  attractive,  varied 
program  of  scholarship  aid  to  students,  but 
the  program’s  continuing  growth  and  attrac¬ 
tiveness  depends  upon  support  such  as 
this,”  Father  Banet  says.  “And  we  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  are  most  grateful  for  this  support 
from  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company.”

Father  Esser  Serued 
College  For  5 1  Years 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  lost  one  of  its 
most  beloved  community  members  with  the 
death  Sept.  30  of  Father  Rufus  Esser,  79, 
professor  emeritus  of  English. 

To  generations  of  Saint  Joe  students, 
Father  Esser  was  a  smiling,  shining  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  fact  that  “Saint  Joseph’s  is 
people.”  In  a  world  and  on  a  campus  that 
often  takes  life  and  its  events  much  too 
seriously,  Father  Esser  provided  a  welcome 
counter-balance. 

Aside  from  his  record-setting  51  years  of 
service  to  the  college  faculty,  Father  Esser 
served  the  college  in  a  myriad  of  administra¬ 
tive  posts,  ranging  from  president  to  dean 
of  studies  to  prefect  of  discipline. 

A  native  of  Cole  Camp,  Mo.,  Father  Esser 
first  came  to  Saint  Joseph’s  as  a  student  in 
1914  and  graduated 
here  in  1919.  He  sub¬ 
sequently  joined  the 
college  faculty  in 
1925  and  taught  at 
Collegeville  through 
1976;  those  51  years 
represent  the  all-time 
SJC  record  of  lon¬ 
gevity  in  faculty  ser¬ 
vice. 

Father  Esser  served 
as  president  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  during  Jan¬ 
uary  to  June  of  1937 
father  rufus  esser  before  he  was  forced 
to  resign  due  to  poor 
health.  In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties, 
Father  Esser  served  as  campus  librarian 
(1928-33),  prefect  of  discipline  (1931-36), 
dean  of  studies  (1936-37),  secretary  of  the 
president’s  advisory  board  (1943-45),  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  college  (1945-47),  vice-president 
(1947-50),  secretary  of  the  college  adminis¬ 
trative  council  (1947-65),  chairman  of  the 
humanities  division  (1946-56),  chairman  of 
the  English  department  (1959-64)  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  handbook  and  tenure  committee 
(1963-72). 

Despite  such  service,  however,  Father 
Esser  is  best  remembered  for  his  warm 
smile,  his  willingness  to  listen  and  to  care 
about  problems  of  others,  his  ability  to 
make  us  smile  as  life’s  foibles,  his  multi¬ 
tude  of  stories  and/or  jokes  that  taught  us 
lessons  and  cheered  us  when  we  needed 
it  most,  and  his  serene  lifestyle  based  in  a 
knowledge  that  he  loved  and  served  the 
Lord,  just  as  the  Lord  loved  him. 

May  his  example  always  be  part  of  us  at 
Saint  Joseph’s. 

Father  Esser  is  survived  by  two  brothers: 
Father  Gilbert  Esser  of  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  and  Laurence  G.  Esser  of  Omaha,  Neb., 
and  two  sisters:  Sister  M.  Edmunda,  C.PP.S., 
of  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  Mrs.  Eldon  F.  Feldman 
of  Highland,  Mo.

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“Pumas  repeat  as  ICC  co-champions  in  1977,  Jennings  repeals  as  coachofthe-year”  —  The  1977  Saint  Josephs 
College  football  team  repeated  as  the  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  co-champions,  sharing  the  honor  with  Division 
II  foe  Butler  University.  The  Pumas  posted  a  3-1  conference  record  and  finished  the  season  with  three 
consecutive  victories  for  a  5-4  overall  mark. 


A  balanced  offensive  attack  plus  a  tough 
defense  sparked  Saint  Joseph’s  surge  to  its 
second  straight  co-championship  of  the 
Indiana  Collegiate  Conference. 

These  facts  are  readily  reflected  in  the 
team’s  final  1977  statistics  that  reveal  over¬ 
all  team  depth  and  balance  as  dominant 
factors. 

As  a  team,  the  Pumas  averaged  160.0 
yards  per  game  rushing  and  152.8  passing 
for  a  312.8  total  offense  average.  Defensive¬ 
ly,  SJC  yielded  250.7  yards  per  game,  in¬ 
cluding  a  stingy  91.5  yards  per  game  by  air. 

SJC  led  the  foes  in  first  downs,  127-118, 
and  the  Pumas’  total  included  71  by  rush 
and  48  by  pass.  Saint  Joe  outscored  its 
opponents  by  151-129. 

Sophomore  tailback  Larry  Shelton  led  the 
rushing  attack  with  786  net  yards  in  171 
carries  for  a  4.6  average  and  five  touch¬ 
downs.  Senior  fullback  Greg  Duggin  chip¬ 
ped  in  457  yards  in  99  carries  for  a  4.5 
average  and  seven  touchdowns. 

Quarterback  Ray  Banary  completed  92  of 
188  passes,  good  for  a  .489  percentage, 
1341  yards  and  four  touchdowns.  Overall, 
the  Pumas  recorded  97  completions  in  213 
tries  for  1372  yards  and  five  scores. 

Top  receivers  were  junior  split  end  Duwayne 
Mill  and  senior  flanker  Mike  Palmore;  both 
caught  28  passes  and  scored  twice;  Mill’s 
receptions  covered  493  yards  and  Patmore’s 
were  good  for  425  yards.  Mill  also  led  the 
team  in  kickoff  returns  (11  for  211  yards,  a 
19.2  average),  punting  (38  kicks  for  a  37.0 
average)  and  punt  returns  (14  for  155  yards, 
an  11.1  average).

SJC  Volleyball  Team 
Ends  21-13  Season 

Saint  Joseph’s  women’s  volleyball  team, 
coached  by  Rosalie  Wendling,  has  conclud¬ 
ed  its  season  with  a  21-13  record,  highlighted 
by  two  regular-season  victories  over  Notre 
Dame. 

Coach  Dave  Smith,  head  women’s  basket¬ 
ball  coach,  has  lost  several  veterans  via 
graduation  and  transfer  from  last  year’s 
squad,  but  is  optimistic  that  with  a  strong 
group  of  newcomers  the  Puma  women  will 
place  a  serious  challenge  for  tournament 
honors.

Saint  Joe  picked  off  12  opponents 
aerials,  with  sophomore  defensive  back 
Brian  Brennan,  junior  John  Zaworski  and 
senior  Tom  Ferguson  accounting  for  three 
steals  each.  The  Pumas  recovered  14  oppo¬ 
nents’  fumbles,  with  Ferguson  falling  on 
three  and  junior  defensive  tackle  Greg  Jen- 
k/ns  and  junior  middleguard  Charles  Roarks 
pouncing  on  two  each. 

Zaworski  led  the  defense  with  56  tackles 
and  29  assists,  while  Ferguson  and  junior 
linebacker  Mark  Greiner  had  28  tackles 
each;  Greiner  had  49  assists  and  Ferguson 
had  41.  Other  tackle  leaders  included  junior 
end  Greg  King  (39),  sophomore  defensive 
back  Mike  Bettinger  (33),  sophomore  line¬ 
backer  Matt  Heminger  (32),  Roarks  (29)  and 
junior  defensive  back  Kirk  Adams  (28). 

Duggin  led  the  team  in  scoring  with  seven 
touchdowns  for  42  points,  while  Banary  had 
41  points  on  two  touchdowns,  17  success¬ 
ful  point-after-touchdown  conversions  and 
four  field  goals.  Shelton  added  32  points 
on  five  TD’s  and  one  two-point  conversion. 

In  addition,  head  coach  Bill  Jennings  was 
selected  ICC  coach-of-the-year  by  his  coach¬ 
ing  peers  for  the  second  consecutive  year. 


Davisson  Dies  In  Crash 

Terry  Allen  Davisson,  SJC  Class  of  ’66,  was 
fatally  injured  in  a  one-car  accident  near  the  town 
of  Francesville,  Ind.,  on  Aug.  16. 

He  was  born  in  South  Bend  June  14,  1943,  a 
son  of  Owen  E.  and  Nancy  Aletha  (McVay) 
Davisson.  He  was  a  1961  graduate  of  Rensselaer 
High  School. 

He  attended  the  U.S.  Military  Academy  for  one 
year,  and  then  enrolled  at  Saint  Joseph’s. 

In  football,  he  was  an  AII-ICC  performer  in  his 
junior  and  senior  years,  as  well  as  serving  as  the 
team’s  co-captain  in  his  senior  year.  In  basket¬ 
ball,  he  played  all  three  years  and  in  his  senior 
year  averaged  over  eight  points  per  game. 

As  a  tribute  to  his  outstanding  athletic  suc¬ 
cess  while  at  Saint  Joseph’s  and  for  his  contri¬ 
butions  to  athletics  and  his  community  after 
graduation,  he  was  inducted  into  the  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  January 
of  1969. 

After  graduation  from  Saint  Joseph’s,  he  taught 
and  coached  at  Mishawaka,  (Ind.)  Marian  High 
School,  Indianapolis  Ritter  High  School,  Rens¬ 
selaer  Central  High  School,  and  at  Dowagiac 
(Mich.)  High  School.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he 
was  employed  as  district  sales  manager  for 
Edward  J.  Funk  &  Sons,  Kentland,  Ind.

Two  of  Indiana’s  three  1977  state  high 
school  football  champions  crowned  on  the 
weekend  of  Nov.  18-19  were  coached  by 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  alumni. 

Les  Klein,  a  1960  SJC  graduate,  directed 
Portage  to  the  state  AAA  title  in  a  33-14 
thrashing  of  previously  top-rated  Evansville 
Reitz  in  the  championship  game  held  in 
Indianapolis.  Portage  finished  the  season 
with  a  12-1  record  and  also  upset  defending 
state  titlist  Merrillville  by  a  score  of  3-0  in 
a  first-round  tourney  game. 

Klein  was  a  standout  halfback  for  the 
Pumas  during  1957-60.  He  won  AH-lndiana 
Collegiate  Conference  honors  in  his  junior 
and  senior  seasons  and  was  the  Pumas’ 
leading  scorer  in  1960.

Hagist  was  a  star  quarterback  for  the 
Pumas,  and  he  still  holds  many  Saint  Joe 
passing  records,  including  season  marks  for 
most  passes  attempted  (250),  most  passes 
completed  (120),  and  single-game  marks  for 
most  passes  attempted  (43)  and  most  pass¬ 
es  completed  (21).
